* If you do not use the remote control for a long 
period of time, remove the batteries to avoid 
possible damage from battery corrosion. 

*■ If the remote control does not function correctly or 
if the operating range becomes reduced, replace 
all batteries with new ones. 

* If battery leakage occurs, wipe the battery liquid 
from the battery compartment, then insert new 
batteries. 

* The battery can last for about 1 year when 
normally used.

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• Enjoy pictures of higher quality 

Sometimes when playing DVD discs, on the TV screen there is unusual interference that are not common in 
ordinary television broadcast. This is because the high-resolution pictures of DVD discs contain a wide 
range of information. The extent of the interference depends on the TV set connected with the DVD player, 
and it is recommended that you set the TV set to a low contrast ratio when watch a DVD disc.
